Air-port aide theory probed

WASHINGTON. - U.S. law- 
enforcement authorities have step- 
ped up their search for other possible 
Israeli spies operating in Washing- 
ton. 

Well-informed sources yesterday 
said that disclosures that Jonathan 
Pollard, a former U.S. naval intelli- 
gence analyst, was passing classified 
documents to Israel have streng- 
thened the hands of Justice Depart- 
ment investigators pressing for a 
more thorough look for other possi- 
ble Israeli spies. 

The sources said there is no hard 
evidence to suggest that there are 
indeed other “Pollards." They said 
there were only some “suspicions." 

They said that Israel's delay in 
cooperating more thoroughly with 
.Washington in the Pollard matter is 
adding credibility to allegations that 
Israel has routinely spied on the U.S. 
The Americans have also been very 
upset by widespread allegations in 
the Israeli news media that the U.S. 
similarly spies against Israel. These 
anti- American allegations appear to 
have merely worsened what was 
already an ugly situation. 

“There is some bad blood right 
now," an American said, “and the 
Israelis aren't helping much.” 

The Pollard case already has dam- 


aged the chances of several pending 
congressional initiatives aimed at be- 
nefiting Israel. Israeli officials have 
told pro-Israel members of the Sen- 
ate and House of Representatives, 
for instance, not to move forward in 
the coining weeks with legislation 
designed to reduce the prevailing 
military interest rates for outstand- 
ing Israeli loans from 1 1 per cent to 5 
per cent. That legislation could save 
Israel many hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

In addition, there has been a 
general freeze on discussions involv- 
ing other outstanding matters, in- 
cluding the possible co-production 
of diesel- powered submarines at the 
Israel Shipyards. The U.S. at this 
point is also unlikely to grant Israel a 
contract to manufacture mortars, 
according to U.S. officials. 

A visit to Washington by the IDFs 
chief of military intelligence was 
postponed last week. 

Other U.S. officials charged that 
Ambassador Meir Rosenne and 
other Israeli diplomats in Washing- 
ton have lost much of their credibil- 
ity as a result of their earlier siati*- 
ments involving the Pollard case. 

When Rosenne left the State De- 
partment last Wednesday, for exam- 
ple. he denied that any Israeli offi- 
cials had already returned to Israel.

Israeli officials dealing with 
the Pollard spy affair and its 
implications are becoming in- 
creasingly conviced that Israel 
has Jess to apologize for than was 
originally assessed. 

Pollard's reports, according to 
foreign sources, included data on 
relations with nations with which this 
country does not have formal ties, 
particularity Taiwan. China and cer- 
tain Arab states. The reports also 
contained detailed information on 
Che capabilities of Soviet weapons 
systems in use with Arab armies. 
This information. Israeli officials 
claim, should have been transmitted 
to Israel through formal intelligence 
channels, given the amount of simi- 
lar information Israel has made, and 
continues to make, available to the 
American military. 

Prime Minister Peres, Defence 
Minister Rabin and Foreign Minister 
Shamir, who are handling Israel's 
reaction to the affair, have become 
convinced that the issue is not as 
“potentially catastrophic” as when 
first details became known, and that 
“the Americans have less reason 
than originally believed to be indig- 
nant.” The Post was told. 

“We may technically have spied 


on them, but Pollard's material 
makes it blatantly clear that it was 
not a one-way street." the source 
said. 

The Americans have confirmed 
thai U.S. Ambassador in Israel Tho- 
mas Pickering has received some 
preliminary Israeli conclusions re- 
lated to die Pollard case. But they 
have insisted that the information 
released so far has been inadequate. 

Later this week it is expected that 
Israel will announce a willingness to 
cooperate with the Americans and 
that dibuiplinury action has been in- 
itiated against low-level officials re- 
sponsible for the affair. That coop- 
eration. however, will not include a 
full turn-over of documents or a 
willingness to allow all Israeli offi- 
cials involved to be questioned by 
the FBI or any other American 
body. 

Senior Israeli officials last night 
also refused to accept the American 
contention that Pollard was used to 
spy on America, in the conventional 
sense. He was not providing in- 
formation. they claim, that e uuld 
compromise American security, or 
that pertained to American security. 

According to the Los Airgefcs 
Times the unit charged with operat- 
ing Pollard is in the Defence Minis- 
try and directly responsible to 
Rabin. 


VALLETTA, Malta..- Maltese in- 
vestigators yesterday said they are 
examining the possibility there was 
at I east one accomplice to the recent 
hi jack of the Egyptair jetliner. 

A well-placed police source, 
speaking on condition of anonymity, 
i« '.d the Associated Press that inves- 
tigators suspect there might have 
been a helper at Athens airport, 
where the plane took off before it 
was hijacked, or at the Egyptair 
Arriine, to help the pirates smuggle ■ 
their weapons aboard. There could 


also have been a helper in Valetta, 
he said. 

It has not been determined at 
which stop the weapons were put 
aboard the Boeing 737. 

Fifty-nine people died in the 
hostage-taking and Sunday night’s 
storming of the plane. 

Investigators were hoping tf> find 
out more from questioning the sus- 
pected hijacker, a 22-year-old man 
who claims he is Tunisian and who is 
at Sc. Luke’s Hospital here with a 
bullet wound in the chest. . 


In Cairo, family and friends wept 
bitterly as the bodies of victims were 
returned here yesterday, six days 
after the bloody rescue attempt. 

Israel will favourably consider a 
request by Egypt to send the bodies 
of slain Palestinians to the Gaza 
Strip for burial if they were not 
known terrorists or active in terrorist 
organizations, officials in Jerusalem 
said last night. No official Egyptian 
request to send the bodies had been 
received in Jerusalem yesterday 
evening.

Zaritsky left his imprint on Israeli 
,irt. painting in the country for over 
(,('• vears. He was one of the founders 
i»f the New Horizons movements 
and was long regarded as the father 
of Israeli abstract art. 

Zuritskv was horn in Borispol. in 
the Ukraine inlS9J. He completed 
his art studies in -the Kiev Academy 
in 1914. After serving a stint in the 
Red Army, he settled in Jerusalem. 

His first one-man show, exhibiting 
watercolours of scenes around the 
Lnuntry, was held in 1924. 

(n 1954, several of his paintings 
were acquired by - the Stedelijk 
Museum in Amsterdam. He was 
.-(warded the Israel Prize in 1959. 

In 198). rhe Israel Museum 
accorded Zaritsky a retrospective 
exhibition in honour of his 90th 
birthday.

- When 
doctors on Thursday showed Tamar 
Artzinn X-ray of the hijacker's bullet 
lodged milfimetres from her brain, 
the Israeli woman realized how lucky 
she was to be alive. 

“Police kept coming .here to show 
me the picture of the hijacker and 
that was more frightening,” Artzi, 

. 23, toW a reporter from her bed at St. 
Lake’s’ hospital as a policewoman 
knitted outside her door; 

llie mao, wham Maltese author- 
ities say is a 20-year-old Tunisian, is 
believed to have been the leader of the 
hijackers who shot Arfzi and four 
otters at the front door of the Egyp- 
tair Boeing 737. 

Artzi says the masked hijacker 
gestured with ius pistol that die 
should step out the door, shoved her, 
then shot her in the bead as she 
stepped on toe platform at the top of 
the stairs. 

The bullet, about 2 ops. in length, 
struck her on the right side of the 
bead, stunning her. Somehow, she 
found her way down die stairs and sat 
on the bottom step, afraid to go any 
further because she feard she might 
be in a country hostile to Israelis. 

“I was just thinking it wasn't so 
bad” when the hijacker, realizing 
she was alive, ran back out and shot 
her again, striking her in the right 
hip. 

She crawled under the stairs. ”1 
was too afraid to move again because . 


he might see me,” she said. “1 beard 
him shooting others' and saw them 
lying down around me. I spent three 
boms under there, in the freezing 
raio, trying not to shake.” . . 

One of the bodies thrown off the 
plane belonged to her Israeli friend, 
Nitzan Menddson, also 23. 

Doctors in hospital have declared 
Mendd9oo to be “brain dead,” and 
she is bong kept aSve mechanically. 

“I tried to wake her tzp, to move 
her, to speak to her. I was screaming 
to her but she didn’t answer,” Artzi 
recalled. “When I decided to ran, I 
tried to take her with me. But she was 
too heavy to Eft.” 

So she ran, tearful of what country 
she might be in, fearing more the 
approaching daylight and the gno- 
mon inside toe plane. 

“I kept saying, Tm an American* 
because I thought It was an Arabic 
country,” she recalled teffing toe 
Maltese officials who brought her to 
toe hospital. - 

It wasn't onto an official Israeli 
delegation arrived some 12 hours 
after she was shot, that Artzi finally 
revealed who toe was. 

“We said ‘Shalom, Tamar,* in 
Hebrew. ‘You can relax, we’re from 
Israel’,” said Dorit Tene of the 
Israeli mission in Malta, speaking at 
her bedside alongside Artzi’s pa- 
rents, her mother. Ora, and her 
father, Avisbai.

WASHINGTON. - Rafael Eitan, a 
former adviser on counter-terrorism 
to prime ministers Menachem Begin 
and Yitzhak Shamir who has been 
implicated in the Jonathan Pollard 
spy case, has continued to retain "a 
salaried post with Mossad,” accord- 
ing to a press report. 

The Washington Post reported 
that Eitan had risen to become head 
of operations for the Mossad, “leav- 
ing it in the mid-1970s” when Ariel 
Sharon recruited him to be his assis- 
tant. Sharon was working as an 
adviser on counter-terrorism for 
then-Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

The Post said that Eitan “retained 
his connections with Mossad” even 
when he and Sharon left government 
service in 1976 to set up a joint 
fishing enterprise at El Arisb in 
Sinai. Eitan also established a sepa- 
rate business in France. 

In 1978. Begin named Eitan his 
adviser on counter-terrorism. Eitan 
continued in this post under Shamir, 
but be was removed last year by 
Prime Minister Peres. 

Eitan, however, has been allowed 
to continue to coordinate “scien- 
tific” intelligence-gathering opera- 
tions since then. It was this operation 
- through the science attaches at the 
Israeli Embassy in Washington and 
the consulate in New York - that 
reportedly worked with Pollard. 

Eitan lias sought to distance him- 
self from the incident, telling 
Ma'ariv last week: “I may have 


something to say. but at a later stage. 
At this point, the wisest thing is not 
to respond to all of the attacks 
against me because past experience 
proves that the best thing an intelli- 
gence man can do is stay away from 
the media. 

The Post called Eitan “a legendary 
figure in Israeli intelligence circles" 
who was a member of the team 
which kidnapped Adolf Eichmann in 
Buenos Aires in 1960. 

Eitan is said to have left the Mos- 
sad in the mid-1970s after it became 
clear be was not going to be named 
to head the agency.

WASHINGTON. - The Reagan 
administration has publicly accused 
Israel of refusing to cooperate fully 
in a probe of the Jonathan Pollard 
spy scandal. 

The State Department on Friday 
issued a sharp statement expressing 
“distress” that this “case of espion- 
age against the U.S., in which Israeli 
officials are involved, has occurred.” 
Spokesman Charles Redman said 
tiie U.S. objective now was “to 
obtain ail the facts promptly so that 
our laws can be enforced.” He said 
Washington has asked Israel “speci- 
fically for their full cooperation with 
our law enforcement officials in pro- 
viding us with all information it has 
in connection with this case, includ- 
ing the return of any documents and 
access to Israeli officials involved. ” 
But after noting that Israeli au- 
thorities have assured the U.S. of 
‘'their willingness to cooperate.” 
Redman went on to charge that 
“they have not yet provided the full 
and prompt cooperation we re- 
quested a week ago.” 

He then pointedly added: “We 
regret this delay and are urging the 
Israeli government to respond 
promptly." 

Redman confirmed that two 
Israeli diplomats had left the U.S. on 
November 22, the day after Pollard 
was arrested by the FBI outside the 
Israeli Embassy where he had 


allegedly sought asylum. “We have 
no explanation for that departure." 
he said. “We were not informed. We 
are dismayed that the government of 
Israel was not as forthcoming as we 
would have hoped and expected. 
But the important point now. and 
the crucial point, is that we have 
prompt access to those involved.” 
Regarding published accusations 
in Israel that the U.S. is similarly 
involved in spying activities against 
Israel, Redman, at the State Depart- 
ment. replied: “I would note that 
we're noi aware of anv U .S. officials 
having ever been expelled (from 
Israel) for intelligence or espionage 
reasons. In that context, there have 
been reports in the Israeli press that 
our U.S. assessments of Israeli de- 
fence capabilities have been 
obtained covertly or illegally. Thai’s 
not the case. Those assessments 
were made in the course of our 
longstanding defence relationship 
and intelligence exchanges tviih the 
government ot Israel.” 

In Jerusalem, officials would not 
react to the State Department slate- 
men l. saying only that Israel has 
made its position clear and will try to 
cooperate fully with the American 1 *. 

In Jerusalem, the prime minister's 
media adviser L'ri Savir >aid that an 
A8C-TV report, according to which 
the premier or one of his aides had 
met with Pollard during Peres's re- 
cent trip to Washington, was “com- 
plete nonsense." 




Curfew clamped on Kalkilya after terrorist shoots Israeli

PETAH TtKVA. - Arabs in Kal- 
kilya yesterday chased a terrorist 
who had shot an Israeli there but the 
assailant gof away. Security forces 
then placed the town under curfew 
and shot a resident who ignored an 
order to bait, seauiry sources re- 
ported yesterday. 

The terrorist, believed to be in his 
early 20s, shot Yitzhak Ron at about 
1 p.m. as he was buying slacks from a 
sidewalk vendor. 

The attacker fired from behind 
and a projectile slightly injured 


Ron's ear. The wound seemed too 
■small to have been caused by bullets, 
suggesting the attacker used a stort- 
ing gun or a home-made pistol. 

Ron, 41, a resident of the nearby 
West Bank settlement of Sal'it, 
started chasing the attacker. But the 
two women who were with Ron 
stopped him and led him to a nearby 
taxi, which rushed him to the Meir 
Hospital in Kfar Sava. Doctors there 
sent him on to the Beilinson Hospital 
here. 

The fourth member of the group 
chased the attacker but failed to 
catch him. 


A military source said Inter that 
Arabs too chased the attacker. Some 
pointed out to security forces the 
direction in which the terrorist had 
filed, the source added. 

Mayor Abed Abu Sneinch said 
the residents oppose terrorism and 
hope the incident will not harm “the 
neighbourly relations with the peo- 
ple of the area and that Israelis will 
return to Kalkilya.” 

About half an hour after the 
attack a curfew was imposed on the 
town, which has a population of 
some 20,000 people. 

However Sharim Marwan. 22, of 


Kalkilya did not heed an order to 
5 top. and according to defence 
sources started running when warn- 
ing shots were fired in the air. 

Troops shot him in the leg. The 
man's family look him to the Meir 
hospital, where he was reported to 
be in satisfactory condition. 

There were several dislurbances 
in the West Bank over the weekend, 
following the anniversary of the 
November 29 UN resolution on rhe 
partition of Palestine. In RamaPah. 
Palestinian flags were hoisted ul 
schools and stones were thrown at 
Israeli vehicles.

NEW YORK. - The World Jewish 
Congress has been informed that 
Eliyahu Essas, a longtime refusenik 
who is often referred to as the man 
who inspired the “back to Judaism” 
movement among Moscow's Jews, 
has been granted an exit permit by 
Soviet authorities and will be able to 
leave soon for Israel. 

According to WJC general- 
secretary Israel Singer, WJC presi- 
dent Edgar Bronfman received a 
call from the Soviet embassy in 
Washington on Thursday informing 
him that the Soviet gove r nm ent bad 
granted Essas a visa at Bronfman’s 
request. Essas was said to have been 


one of several key refuseniks for 
whom Bronfman had appealed dur- 
ing his meetings with Soviet officials 
in Moscow in September. None of 
the other refuseniks on whose behalf 
Bronfman interceded has yet re- 
ceived permission to leave. 

According to Singer. Bronfman 
made it clear to the Soviets that if 
there were no positive responses to 
his appeals on behalf of the refuse- 
niks, he would not return to Moscow 
to meet with Soviet officials as sche- 
duled on December 9 as part of a 
delegation of top businessmen who 
are members of the U.S.-USSR 
Trade Council. 

Singer told The Jerusalem Post on 
Friday that Bronfman has requested 


a meeting with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev daring his December 
visit, and is still waiting to hear from 
the Soviets whether such a meeting 
will be arranged. Singer said that 
Bronfman wants to know whether a 
meeting with Gorbachev can be 
arranged before deciding whether or 
not to go ahead with the trip to 
Moscow. 

Asked if he was sure the Sonets 
-will actually allow Essas to leave. 
Singer replied, “We were assured 
that he is out. I was officially in- 
formed by a high Soviet official. We 
have also got independent confirma- 
tion that Essas was called to OVIR 
(the Soviet agency dealing with 
emigration) Friday.” 


Singer said that B run f man had 
decided that he could nut return to 
Moscow in December unless the 
Soviets positively responded to at 
least some of his appeals on behalf of 
Soviet Jews, because if he did so. “ he 
would lose credibility in the Jewish 
community." 

Singer noted that during his last 
visit Bronfman had delivered a mes- 
sage to Gorbachev from Prime 
Minister Peres calling for a restora- 
tion of Sovjet-Israeli relations. 
However. Singer said that the WJC 
does not expect the Soviets to make 
a decision on reestablishing relations 
until after the Communist parry 
Congress in late February 19S6. 
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Cabinet to try again 
to agree on budget cut

The cabinet today is to make its 
third attempt in one week to reach 
an accord on the next fiscal-year 
budget. The Treasury wants the mi- 
nisters to slash $600 million from the 
budget and leave it at $2 1.2 billion. 

Prime Minister Peres on Friday 
met at his home in Jerusalem with 
Defence Minister Rabin and Fi- 
nance Minister Moda'i to try to 
reach a compromise on the amount 
to be cut from military spending. 
Moda'i wants to cut $180 million 
whereas Rabin is opposed to any 
cuts. 

Finance Ministry sources said af- 
ter the meeting that progress was 
made and that further contacts will 
be held before the cabinet convenes 
this morning. But the officials 
warned that unless a compromise is 
reached Moda'i will present his ori- 
ginal proposal for defence cuts of 
$180m. 

The officials added that they ex- 
pect stiff opposition to the budget 
proposals, especially from Educa- 
tion Minister Navon, Health Minis- 
ter Gut and Labour Affairs Minister 
Katzav. The Treasury will strive for 
approval for the overall cut. leaving 
the details for further negotiations- 

But the officials said that whatever 


the resolution, defence spending 
must be cut. They said that the 
Defence Ministry budget is the 
largest and that therefore it will be 
impossible to cut the budget without 
also chopping military expenditure. 

Peres and Moda'i met on Friday 
morning with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yisrael Kessar. Moda'i had 
planned to raise his proposal to sub- 
stitute reductions in income-tax rates 
for future rises in gross wages, but 
refrained from doing so because of 
Kessar’s outright opposition. 

Instead the three men discussed 
the financial troubles of the Histad- 
rut health fund and of Solel Boneb. 
the Histadrut's construction com- 
pany. 

Kessar asked Peres and Moda'i to 
aid both bodies by supporting a 
debt-consolidation scheme. Moda’i 
rejected Kessar's request in the case 
of Kupat Hblim. but agreed that a 
joint governraent-Histadrut com- 
mittee should examine the situation 
of Solel Boneh and the His tad rut’s 
proposals for the firm. 

Treasury officials said after the 
meeting that Moda'i had not given 
up his plans for change in the system ' 
of wage compensation. They added 
that the minister will probably meet 
Kessar later this week or at the 
beginning of next week. 


Inner cabinet to discuss Cairo trip

Shamir has 
been refusing to say whether the 
offers in Mubarak's letter were 
enough to overcome his opposition 
to the resumption of talks by the 
director-general in Cairo. 


12 Jerusalem footballers 
charged with tax evasion 


Indictments for iiKome-tax viola 
lions were presented against 12 play- 
ers of the Hapoel and Betar Jeru- 
salem soccer teams in the Jerusalem 
District Court on Friday. 

The players are charged with fail- 
ing to file income-tax returns in 
recent years and with failing to file 
forms declaring their assets. These 
were the first charges resulting from 
the recent investigation into possible 
income-tax evasion by prominent 
soccct players all over the country. 

The 12 players are Hanan Azulai, 
Shlomo Malka, Eli Ohana. Moshe 
Ben-Haroush, Uri Suissa, Beni 
Cohen and Udi Ashash of Betar 
Jerusalem, and Michel Dayan, 
Yosef Tashma, Avraham Saban, 
Arve Shapira and Yoav Basun of 
Hapoel Jerusalem. 

Hagai Ephrat. the chairman of the 
Hapoel Jerusalem dub, last night 
said that he was “astonished" that 
the tax authorities bad moved so 
swiftly. The Hapoel players had 
been warned only a week ago to file 
returns or face prosecution. All the 
players had pledged to do so, he 
said. 


“Not to allow them ev ;n a week t c 
complete their returns seems more 
than trifle hasty." Ephrat said. The 
club deducts at source 33 per cent of 
the players' salaries for income tax. 
Several of the players did not even 
know that they aredassified as “self- 
employed” and therefore have to file 
annual income-tax returns. Ephrat 
said. 

The chairman of the Football. 
Association, Sbaul Sviri. last night 
said: “Footballers have to know that 
they have to pay income tax on their 
earnings, just like all other 
citizens. ’* Sviri said he had reserva- 
tidns over the way that the income 
tax authorities have been clamping 
down on soccer players in recent 
weeks. 

The FA and sports organizations 
have set a gross annua] salary ceiling 
of ES30 million per player.

Shamir, and Moda’i meet 
urgently on new deputies

TEL AVIV. - Vice Premier Shamir 
and Liberal leader Moda'i were con- 
ducting urgent consultations late last 
night, following the Liberal threat to 
sabotage moves to appoint Herat’s 
MK Michael Dekel as deputy de- 
.fenjje minister if a deputy minis- 
tership is not awarded to a Liberal as 
well. 

. The demand that a Liberal also be 
appointed deputy minister is re- 
garded by some in the Liberal party 
as only a “nuisance demand," mask- 
ing Moda’i’s true intention of press- 
ing Shamir to agree to a speedy 
merger between the two major 
Likud components, preferably be- 
fore December 20. 

According to these Liberal 
sources, Moda'i will also be seeking 
assurances from Shamir that the 
Liberals would indeed get the 36 per 
cent of all united Likud forums 
which they demand, in addition to 
retaining their present Knesset rep- 
resentation, which many in Herat 
consider far above the Liberals' 
actual political weight. 


The Dekel appointment is known 
to be personally important to Sha- 
mir. who wishes to prove that he can 
overcome the opposition to his move 
from Deputy Premier David Levy, 
who has thus far succeeded in foiling 
Shamir's intention to appoint Dekel. 

Levy prefers to see MK Elivahu 
Ben-Elissar, who is reputed to be 
close to him. get the job. The Liber- 
als have long been demanding a 
deputy ministerial post for former 
Agriculture Minister Pessah Grup- 
per, but have not pressed too hard 
for this since thus far the Likud has 
had only one deputy minister - Ron- 
ni Milo at the Foreign Ministry. 

If the Dekel appointment is foiled 
again;' Levy would profit. But if a 
quick merger is squeezed out of 
Shamir, Levy would also be pleased, 
since it was he who drafted the 
proposal to gram the Liberals a 36 
per cent share of Likud institutions, 
and he is now Herat's sole advocate 
of the speedy merger. 

If the Likud ends up with three 
deputy ministers. Labour, which 
already has three deputies of its own, 
will demand an additional one too. 


Saudi cash gave boost to Jordan-Syria talks

LONDON. - Saudi Arabia offered 
Syria $600,000 million and Jordan 
free oil supplies for the rest of the 
year if the two countries agreed to 
hold reconciliation talks which sub- 
sequently took place in Jedda, in 
September,- according to today's 
London Observer. 

The offer was made by the Saudi 
government in its cole as head of an 
Arab reconciliation committee 


formed during the Arab summit in 
Casablanca in August. 

According to the paper, the 
Saudis intend to hold an Arab sum- 
mit in Riyadh early next year follow- 
ing the failure of the Casablanca 
meeting which was boycotted by 
Syria and three other countries. 

The Syrians and Jordanians fol- 
lowed up their September meeting, 
the first in seven years, by agreeing 
to a joint rejection of partial o'r 
unilateral agreements with Israel.

Top U.S. Jewish official: 
Israel ought to apologize

NEW YORK. - Any Israeli espion- 
age in the U.S. is “unacceptable 
conduct that should not exist and 
must he stopped with an appropriate 
apology given." Kenneth Bialkin. 
chairman of the Conference of Presi- 
dent of Major American Jewish 
Organizations, said here Friday. 

Huwutei . Bialkin who is leading a 
Presidents Conference mission due 
in Israel today, said it would be 
■' uuusuai foi the U.S. to expect 
Israel oi any other nation to open up 
iL .et arm services for interroga- 
tion by agreeing to the U.S. de- 
mand that two Israeli diplomats who 
had contact with Pollard be returned 
to the U.S. for questioning. Bialkin 
said he knew of "no precedent for a 
sovereign nation turning over its 
diplomats for questioning.’’ 

Bialkin was one of a number of 
Jewish leaders interviewed by The 
Jcru iuUrr, post about the Pollard 
affair. Aii agreed thai the case was 
s..-a:n:r.g V.S.-hraei relations. 
However, aii said they are confident 
that mi t-vc. gantries wili find a way 
tr put ihe case behind them in a way 
thar would not dc lasting damage. 

Biaikln iovk pains to emphasize 
his belief that Israeli espionage in the 


U.S. could not be condoned, noting, 
“If as has been reported, the U.S. 
has not been as forthcoming as it 
should on sharing information with 
Israel, that is a proper issue for 
diplomatic and political discussions, 
and Joes not justify the alleged acti- 
vities." 

Charlotte Jacobson, president of 
the Jewish National Fund of Amer- 
ica. and the first member of the 
Presidents Conference to arrive for 
this week’s meeting*, told The Post 
that the scandal will not be a major 
topic of discussion between Amer- 
ican Jewish and Israeli representa- 
tives. 

Some 61) heads of 38 national 
American Jewish organizations are 
arriving in Israel today to take part in 
the four days of meetings and tours. 
It will be the second time in 30 years 
that the Presidents Conference will 
meet in Israel. 

The leaders will meet with top 
government officials as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Jewish Agency, the 
military and the industrial sector. 
They will also tour Ariel in Judea 
and Samaria at their specific request. 

An open forum will take place on 
Tuesday on the Diaspora-Israel rela- 
tionship.

THE CASE OF Jonathan Jay Pol- 
lard, the U.S. naval intelligence 
analyst accused of spying for Israel, 
is getting more bizarre, tragic and 
serious with every day’s revelations. 

There can be little doubt that it has 
become not only a source of major 
embarrassment to Israel and its sup- 
porters in the U.S. . especially in the 
Jewish community and in Congress, 
but also a potentially very damaging 
long-term element to the entire fab- 
ric of American- Israeli relations. 

For many years. Israel's most ac- 
tive opponents in the U.S. have 
argued that Israel routinely spies on 
the U.S. Their allegations, which 
have never really been taken all that 
seriously by the public at large, have 
still developed into a sort of cottage 
industry with recent books on the 
subject being published by former 
Congressman Paul Findley (They 
Dare To Speak Out). Stephen Green 
(Taking Sides) and Michael Saba 
(The Armageddon Network.) 

In the afteipiath of the Pollard 
disclosures, Israel's opponents, of 
course, are now having a field day. 
“This is just the tip of the iceberg." 
Green said the other day in New 
York. 

Almost everyone in Washington 
agrees that things are clearly going to 
get worse for Israel unless the Israeli 
government quickly gets its own act 
together. But unfortunately for 
Israel. U.S. officials have started to 
spread the word that Israel is actual- 
ly stonewalling, apparently refusing 
to fully cooperate with Washington 
in the investigation despite earlier 
promises to that effect. 

The evidence released so far by 
U.S. governmental investigators, as 
presented in preliminary- court bear- 
ings and in the news media, points 
directly to officials at the Israeli 
Embassy m Washington as having 
accepted hundreds of stolen docu- 
ments. stamped 'top secret.” from 
Pollard. 

ABC New-, on Wednesday identi- 
fied llan Ravid, an embassy science 
attache, ds Pollard's alleged contact 
in Washington. Ravid and another 
Israeli science attache at the consu- 
late in New York, Yosef Yagur. 
suddenly fiew back to Israel earlier 
this week. Their return home, wide- 
ly reported in the U.S. . dramatically 
added credibility to the allegations 
against Israel. 

According to FBI special field 
agent Eugene Noltkaxnper's testi- 
mony on November 27 before Judge 
Patrick J. Attridge in U.S. District 
Court in Washington. Pollard, 31. 
has confessed to having been paid by 
his Israeli “controllers" $2,500 a 
month for the Iasi year and a half. 

During that period, the U.S. naval 
analyst also received two trips to 
Europe, die FBI agent said. He was 
accompanied by his wife, Anne 


Henderson-Poll ard , on the second 
trip, which also included a stopover 
in Israel. 

There has been widespread shock 
in Washington as the case has un- 
folded in recent days. For the most 
part, U.S. officials and others have 
expressed amazement that some 
Israeli officials had apparently au- 
thorized the payments to Pollard. 

Whoever was responsible, these ■ 
officials insist, should be severely- 
punished for clearly going beyond 
the accepted standards of behaviour 
is intelligence collection between 
the two countries. 

“Family just doesn’t do this kind 
of thing,” commented The Washing- 
ton Times in an editorial. President 
Ronald Reagan, also clearly puz- 
zled, was quoted as having asked 
Secretary of State George Shultz: 
"Why are they doing this?” 

Both sides, over the years, ’have 
snooped against each other. The 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv simply 
assumes that Israeli intelligence is 
trying to intercept some of their 
communications- just os the Israeli 
Embassy in Washington makes the 
same assumption against the \LS. 
intelligence community. As 77ie 
New York Times reported on 
November 20, it is not all that un- 
usual for dose friends and allies to 
spy on each other in these kinds of 
ways. 

The Washington Post, in an edito- 
rial, also pointed out that it should 
not have come as a surprise that 
Israel was spying on the U.S. “No 
doubt, people consumed by the 
sense of living on a narrow security 
margin find it difficult to forgo an 
activity that they think might widen 
that margin,” it said. 

“For the purpose of espionage is 
not simply to keep an eye on one's 
enemies. It is to keep from being 
surprised, and one’s friends can 
cause surprises no less disruptive - 
sometimes more so - than one's 
enemies." the editorial said. “As 
generous as the U.S. is to Israel, 
there cannot fail to be things the 
Israelis feel they could learn that 
would reduce stiU further the chance 
of someday being surprised.” 

The editorial continued: “It was 
precise!)’ to reduce the chance of 
surprise, you will recall, that the 
U.S. dispatched the USS Liberty to 
spy electronically on Israel and the 
Arab combatants in the 1967 Middle 
East war. The Israelis shot up the 
ship in an incident the bad memory 
of which lingers still. But a prudent 
person has to hope that Washington 
did not then deckle there. was no 
further reason to keep an eye on 
Israel/’ 

But what is very unusual in this 
Pollard case -and what dearly goes 
beyond the limits of the mutually- 
accepted and longstanding rules of

the game - is the actual recruitment 
of and payment to each other’s in- 
telligence agents. For years, both 
countries have abided by an agree- 
ment to bar such activities. Why risk 
the already very dose military and 
intelligence cooperation that exists 
by going after the relatively more 
marginal details that are not official- 
ly shared? 

That is why administration offi- 
cials, congressmen and senators. 
American-Jewish leaders, journal- 
ists and many others are shaking 
their heads and asking how Israel 
could have been so “stupid” in using 
someone like Pollard to get sensitive 
intelligence information. Beyond 
the potential damage such an opera- 
tion if detected could have on 
American-lsraeti relations, they 
raised questions about Pollard’s 
character. 

The reports of Pollard’s having 
bragged for more than a decade — 
since college - that be was working 
for the Mossad have been highly 
publicized in the American news 
media. His longtime friends and 
associates are widely quoted in the 
American press as depicting Pollard 
as a big mouth, who went out of his 
way to openly discuss his intelligence . 
work only minutes after being intro- 
duced to someone at a cocktail par- 

ty- 

A1I of this certainly does not en- 
hance the reputation of U.S : naval 
intelligence either. In Washington, 
people are wondering aloud how 
Pollard could have received top- 
secret U.S. security clearances, 
given his personality and his back- 
ground. 

ABCs diplomatic correspondent 
John Scally reported this week that 
Pollard was actually being consi- 
dered to head U.S. naval intelli- 
gence’s Middle East counter- 
terrorism desk. 

On ABCs Nightline television 
programme on Wednesday, anchor- 
man Ted Koppel interviewed 
Admiral Bobby Inman - someone 
uniquely qualified to discuss the Pol- 
lard case. Ionian is himself a former 
director of U.S. naval intelligence as 
well as the super-secret National 
Security Agency, which is charged 
with electronic interception of com- 
munications and high-flying recon- 
naissance photography. Inman was 
the deputy director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency during die first 
two years of the Reagan administra- 
tion. Today, he is in private bust- . 
ness. 

Inman's comments on the Pollard 
case were, th ere fore, . fascinating 
and, as for as Israel was concerned, 
very disfrutang. .••• 


IN RESPONSE to Koppels ques- 
tioning, for example, Inman simply 
took for granted that the allegations 
against Israel were accurate. He ex- 
pressed disappointment that Israeli 
intelligence officials had picked 
someone as loud and obnoxious as 
Pollard as their spy. This decision, 
he said, was not as “professional” as 
he would have expected from the 
Israelis - to hire someone as “boast- 
ful” as Pollard. There was “a lack of 
wisdom” as for as the Israeli “choice 
of talent” was concerned. 

Inman, who acknowledged that 
U.S. naval intelligence also has plen- 
ty of room for embarrassment, was 
then asked why Israel would risk 
upsetting its generally cooperative 
relationship with the U.S. by recruit- 
ing an American spy who also hap- 
pened to be Jewish. Disclosure, 
Israeli officials must have assumed, 
would have damaged the situation of 
Jews in American society. Why risk 
that scenario? 

Inman replied that the Israeli au- 
thorities probably concluded that 
“the desire to get their hands on 
specific kinds of information” might 
have made the operation worth the 
nsk. He conceded that the U.S. 
already provides Israel with exten- 
sive information, especially involv- 
ing the offensive military threats 
facing Israel. 

But Washington often holds back 
in providing information to Israel 
which might be useful in enabling 
Israel to undertake preemptive 
attacks, he added. Pollard might 
have made such information avail- 
able to Israel, he said, citing as an 
example information which could 
*have helped Israel undertake 
preemptive strikes “against PLO or 
other potential targets.”

But any short-term benefits that 
may have been achieved during the 
18-month operation have clearly 
been more than lost by the current 
flap. Pollard and those Israeli offi- 
cials who authorized the espionage 
channel have done some very serious 
damage to U.S.-Israeli relations. 
How quickly that can be repaired 
will largely depend on the response 
of the Israeli government in the next 
few days.

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Most of public believes 

economic plan on track

TEL AVTV. - Two-thirds of the 
public believes the emergency eco- 
nomic plan initiated some four 
months ago has been successful so 
far. and almost the same percentage 
believes the government will con- 
tinue to implement the plan until 
complete success is achieved. 

This was stated Thursday for Fi- 
nance Minister Moda’i. He was 
addressing the Public Committee for 
Economic Recovery whose chair- 
man, Men ahem Savidor, said that 
the group's activities in generating 
public support for the plan, and 
warning the government not to devi- 
ate from the plan contributed to both 
its acceptance and success. 

Moda’i said that a recent public- 
opinion survey carried out between 
November 17-25 showed that 69.8 
per cent of respondents thought the 
plan was “very or above-average 
successful: and only 28 per cent 
thought it had failed.” 

Asked if they thought the govern- 
ment would carry out the plan com- 
pletely, 64.5 per cent said yes, while 
only 32. 1 per cent said no. 

“This is a wonderful percentage, 
for these same people are footing the 
biff in joblessness and lower wages,” 
Moda'i said. 

He promised that November’s rise 


in die cost-of-living index would not 
be more than 1.5 per cent, and tiie 
“same percentage would be main- 
tained until the economy moves 
from its present stage pf getting 
matters on an even keel to a stage of 
economic growth.” Nor would the 
percentage of jobless rise above 7.5 
per cent, he said. 

To move into the “growth stage” 
several things were needed, accord- 
ing to Moda'i. Fust, more women 
must join the work force, machines 
now working only one shift would 
have to work around the dockland 
consumer demand would have to be 
held down and exports increased. 

Prime Minister Peres, throwing 
his support “behind almost every- 
thing that the finance mini ster has 

done”, pointed out to the same 
meeting of the Public Committee for 
Economic Recovery that any plan to 
be successful had to have three ele- 
ments: government decisions, im- 
plementation of these decisions, and 
a public willing and ready to accept 
these decisions, painful as they may 
be.

New storm brews in Herat

TEL AVIV. - A new controversy is 
brewing in Herut following reports 
that Vice Premier Shamir’s suppor- 
ters are trying to postpone the long- 
overdue party convention again.

Eleven thousand hookey-playing youngsters were brought back to school 
by traantoffiemrs during the last year, the Education Ministry has disclosed. 

The figures were released after the ministry learned that the Treasury 
wants to include truant officers in the cots which it has proposed for the 
Education Ministry’s budget for fiscal 1986-87. 

The ministry employs 88 truant officers. . 

Education Minister Navon has said he will fight any attempt to reduce the 
number of truant officers. In view of the school drop-out rate, Navon believes 
-that the regulations should allow for an increase rather than a decrease in the 
number of truant officers. 

‘ Navon had also refused to support farther cuts in teachers, arguing that 
there has already been a 5.1 per cent slash, while pupil population increased 
by '2 per cent inthe current school year. 

Oq Friday,' Navon announced that be will vote against the proposed $55 
million paring of the eduoation budget. Such a drastic cut, he said, would 
seriously hamper education. Pupils would receive less individual attention 
for lack of teachers and teachers would not receive salary increments to which 
they are entitled, he said. 

Warning strike set today by 
teaching-seminary students

A two-hour warning strike which 
tea dung-seminar students through- 
out the country plan to hold from 10 
a.m. today could seriously disrupt 
'numerous classes in clementajy 
schools. 

Third-year students who have 
been filling in as substitute teachers 
will not take charge of classes during 
the strike period. The strike is being 
held to; protest, against the inclusion 
of the special education levy in their 
tcitipn fees. - 

The students say that they cannot 
cope with the tuition fees. According 
to one student activist, not all semi- 
naries advised students that the uni- 
versity levy applied to them when 
the institutions were notified by the 


Education Ministry on May 30. 

.With linkage, the levy now comes 
to approximately 15800,000, which is 
more than half of the annual tuition 
Cost.- Arguing that overheads in ex- 
penditure by seminaries are no- 
where near those of universities, the 
students contend that fees which 
they have to pay should be prop- 
ortionately lower than those of uni- 
versity students. Both seminar and 
university students currently pay the 
equivalent of $900 per year. 

Last week, those seminary stu- 
dents paying fees in instalm ents can- 
celled standing orders at their banks. 
The National Union of Seminar Stu- 
dents also appealed against the levy 
to the High Court of Justice. 

Today’s strike will be bolstered by 
demonstrations.

Scientist urges 
afternoon naps

HAIFA. - An afternoon nap not 
only does you good, you need it, 
according to Prof. Peretz La vie, 
head of the Technion’s sleep labora- 
tory. 

But, you should not take one late 
in the evening - at the wrong time, at 
the “gates of sleep" - the specialist 
counsels. 

The latest studies on the subject 
be conducted at the sleep laboratory 
showed- that a nap is “not just a 
habit, but a need of your biological 
dock. 

' “The best time to take the nap is 
between 3 and 5 in the afternoon,” 
Lavie said: 

Besides filling a biological need, 
“the daily nap at the right time will 
help to relax us. It may go some way 
towards making us Israelis a little 
calmer. This would be a consider- 
able benefit to the nation,” he 
noted. 

■ However, he warned against tak- 
ing naps late in the evening. “From 7 
to 9 p.m. is a forbidden zone and a 
nap then will make it harder to get a 
good night's rest later. 

“On the other hand, an afternoon 
nap is much more effective and 
yields a much better output.” 

If you can't spare the time in the 
afternoon, you’ll be better off to go 
to bed for the night, after 9 p.m., he 
said. 

Lavie presented the findings of his 
study to a meeting of the Technion’s 
medical faculty last week.

House has a laugh over Gur Insult’ 


Yitzhak Moda’i was not in the 
Knesset last Tuesday when his 
Liberal Party stalwart, Finhas Gold- 
stein, presented a motion for the 
agenda calling on the prime minister 
to dismiss Health Minister Mor- 
dechai Gur for having reportedly 
insulted Moda’i at a labour Party 
meeting. 

Goldstein certainly had a good 
case. After Premier Peres accepted 
the second edition of Ariel Sharon’s 
apology for having made insulting 
remarks about Peres, he laid down a 
rule: any minister who insults the 
prime minister or any other minister 
will get the axe. Now hardly a week 
had passed and Peres seemed to be 
m aking the following excuses for not 
acting: (1) Gur denied having called 
Moda'i a “deranged maniac”; (2) 
Peres had not heard him use that 
epithet. 

Not only Goldstein, but others 
must have 'wondered if Peres's reac- 
tion would have been the same if it 
had been Moda’i who had insulted 
Gur. 

But Goldstein chose to build his 
speech around the fact that Gur has 
written children’s books, notably

wags her tail, pricks up her ears, 
expresses herself with her eyes, and 
even barks. But talk she doesn't.

Zimbabwe warns it will 
resist S. African attack 


HARARE. - Zimbabwean Prime 
Minister Robert Mugabe leaves to- 
day for his first official visit to the 
Soviet Union, marking a new 
warmth in his country’s once frosty 
relations with Moscow. 

His departure, while scheduled 
some time ago, comes two days after' 
Zimbabwe, which has a British- 
trained standing army of 40,000, 
warned it will defend itself if South 
Africa carries out a threat to send 
troops across their common border. 

State Security Minister E turner- 
son Munangagwa told reporters the 
neighbouring white-dominated re- 
public had been “itching for an ex- 
cuse to invade Zimbabwe since inde- 
pendence in 1980.” 

After a series of land-mine explo- 
sions last week in northern Trans- 
vaal province close to the Limpopo 
River border, he added that the 
Pretoria government is “now pre- 
paring for wider confrontation. " 

Munangagwa was delivering his 
government's response on Friday to 
a threat by South African Foreign 
Minister Pik Botha to send troops in 
u hot pursuit” of guerrillas he said 
% are operating from Zimbabwe. 

The security minister denied 
Zimbabwe allows its territory to be 
used for acts of violence, although 
Mugabe's government has stated its 
moral and diplomatic support for 
guerrillas fighting white rale in 
South Africa. 

In Zambia, the African National 
Congress (ANC), seeking to end 
white domination in South Africa, 
claimed responsibility for planting 


mines but said its units had nor 
crossed from Zimbabwe. 

After independence in 1980, 
Mugabe kept the Soviet Union at 
arm's length because of its support 
for his political rival, Joshua Nko 
mo, during the seven-year guerrilla 
struggle against white rule in the 
former Rhodesia. 

Nkomo’s Zambian-based guerril- 
la army was trained and armed by 
the Soviet Union, but Moscow re- 
fused aid to Mugabe's less well- 
equipped but more mihtarily-active 
forces in Mozambique. 

The Soviet Embassy, now one of 
the largest in Harare, is one of the 
least conspicuous, but the 14 Soviet 
diplomats have worked hard behind 
the scenes to improve relations, 
mainly through a wide-ranging series 
of cultural and educational ex- 
changes. 

In a separate development, mil- 
lionaire white rancher Douglas Col- 
lard "Boss” Lilford, a dose friend of 
former Rhodesian Prime Minister 
Ian Smith, was shot dead by un- 
known gunmen on Friday. 

The incident raised fears his mur- 
der might mark the start of reprisals 
against right-wing politicians. 

“We don’t know the circumst- 
ances surrounding this ghastly act,” 
Smith, now a national legislator, said 
in a telephone interview.

U.S. orders 4 Ghanaians out 
after Ghana expels Americans 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - The 
U.S. said Friday it had ordered the 
expulsion from Washington of four 
Ghanaian embassy staffers in re- 
taliation for what it called an unwar- 
ranted decision by Ghana to expel 
four U.S. diplomats. 

A State Department spokes- 
woman said the Ghanaian embassy 
had been given 48 hours to carry out 
the expulsions, the same time given 
the Americans by Ghana. 

She said the U.S. also had decided 
to review, and possibly terminate, 
U.S. aid to Ghana, which amounts 
to $15 . 1 million this year. 

The Ghanaian government in- 
formed the U.S. ambassador to. 
Ghana on Friday of its decision to 
expel the four diplomats, who were 
.accused by the official news media of 


spying for the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

“We do not plan to comment on 
die Ghanaian government’s motives 
for this action other than to say we 
consider it unwarranted,” the 
spokeswoman said. 

The new round of expulsions and 
retaliation came just days after a 
U.S.-Ghanaiaq spy swap appeared 
to have ended 8 recent spate of 
charges and counter-charges of 
espionage between the two coun- 
tries. 

Accra and Washington last week 
exchanged a nephew of Ghanaian 
leader Jerry Rawlings who had been 
arrested in the U.S. for eight Gha- 
naians accused of intelligence activi- 
ties in Accra. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP). r The ease with .which Atlan- 
tis’ space-walking astronauts 
erected a 14-metre tower and a small 
pyramid is dramatic proof that hu- 
mans can build a large space station 
and other structures in zero gravity, 
space agency officials said yesterday. 

Astronauts Sherwood Spring and 
Jerry Ross worked efficiently during 
a 514-hour excursion into the orbit- 
ing space shuttle's open cargo bay 
Friday night. They finished every 
task ahead of schedule and had time 
for extra work. 

“We were quite happy with the 
way thing s went,” said Ed Valentine 
of the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's Marshall 
Space Flight Centre, who manages 
the construction project. “The re- 
sults definitely show the approach 
used here is feasible for building 
things in space.” 


Spring and Ross assembled 27 kilo 
beams out of 93 aluminium tubular 
struts that snapped together. The 
fli gh t plan .called for them to erect 
and tear down the tower in one hour 
and 43 minutes. They completed the 
job in 56 minutes.

Cold cash for cars 

On this page, Yitzhak Oked takes a look at motor transport- in the 
showroom, under the hood and on the road. 


DESPITE TOE current economic de- 
cline, over 1U.IXJ0 new 1986 cars 
were sold in the last three months. 

People buying new cars apparently 
arrive at auto showrooms waving 
around their cash. As a result, car 
dealers have a waiting list for new 
cars extending to March and April of 
• next year. 

Arie Carasso, president of the 
Automobile Importers Association, 
blames the Finance Ministry and 
their price freeze - which also affects 
car prices - for the current situation. 

Finance Ministry officials claim 
that the price freeze saves dollars. 
The importers, on the other hand, 
claim that the exact opposite occurs. 
Because of the freeze, importers say. 
the customer is buying a car at least 
$2,500 cheaper than before, and this 
saving- increases as the price of the 
car goes up. 

Carasso, of Moise Carasso and 
Sons, Renault importers, said that 
about one-third of the $2,500 savings 
comes out of the importers' pockets. 
“Some importers, and Fm included, 
are actually losing money on each 
car sold," Carasso said. '‘But the 
most absurd thing is that the remain- 
ing two-thirds comes from the Fi- 
nance Ministry since they collect less 
taxes.” 

According to the importers, peo- 
ple who were planning to wait 
another year or two before buying a 


new car are now rushing to buy 
because prices are so low. ~ 
Importers and government offi- 
cials 3 re discussing an agreement 
which will contain two key points. 
First, importers would agree to 
voluntarily cut the number of cars 
they sell. Second, importers would 
agree to ask their foreign manufac- 
turers to buy back Israeli products at 
the rate of 15 per cent of the value of 
the cars- the manufacturers export. 
This means, for example, that if a 
manufacturer exports Sl(H) million 
worth of cars to Israel, he would in 
return buy $15 million worth of 
Israeli goods. 

Carasso said that inasmuch as the 
government is in financial straits and 
needs to increase exports and reduce 
the foreign currency drain, he 
doubts whether the plan can suc- 
ceed. Carasso points out that several 
European car companies have been 
buying Israeli goods for years, even 
withour an official government re- 
quest. The problem, he said, is with 
American and Japanese manufac- 
turers, especially the Japanese, who 
may be less accommodating. 

Concerning the voluntary restric- 
tion of imports, Carasso said that if 
(he government stopped subsidizing 
the new cars, and would allow im- 
porters to raise the prices, then the 
price hike alone would lower the 
number of cars being ordered. 


Yisrael Tchetchik, on the other 
hand, is more pessimistic. Tchetch- 
ik, of Champion Motors, importers 
of Volkswagen* and Audis. fears 
that the purchases will continue 
simply because "people need new 
cars." 

If a quota is placed on the impor- 
ters, Tchetchik said. "I may be 
placed in a situation where my entire 
1986 quota will be sold by February 
or March. This means that 1 won't be 
able to sell another car until Septem- 
ber, meaning that I would have to 
send (he rest of my workers home for 
six months.*' 

According to Tchetchik, 'another 
negative by-product of the quota will 
be that customers will find them- 
selves without suppliers and will turn 
to ‘fly-by-night' personal importers. 
An automobile ‘black-market" may 
develop." he warns. 

All the importers interviewed 
voiced the hope that, some solu- 
tion will be reached in the fu- 
ture. In the meantime, however, 
some importers have actually stop- 
ped taking new orders because they 
are losing money. Importers official- 
ly say that they will renew orders in 
March or April when the current 
backlog is erased. The truth, how ev- 
er. is that importers are hoping for a 
more sensible policy that will include 
permission io once again raise 
prices. 
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IF YOU find it overly time- 
consuming to travel on a bus in the 
greater Tel Aviv area, you may be 
comforted a bit to know that the Dan 
bus cooperative sympathizes with 
you. The cooperative simply puts the 
blame on other authorities. 

We decided to conduct an inter- 
view with Dans spokesman with the 
aim of discussing the traffic prob- 
lems of Israel’s largest metropolitan 
area. 

Gavriel (“Gavrush") Shemesh 
has been the spokesman of the 
cooperative for over two years. 
According to Shemesh. the main 
traffic problem in Tel Aviv is caused 
by congestion in the heart of the city. 
TTie biggest offenders are drivers 
who park illegally, he says. If city 
officials put their hearts into fighting 
this situation, the roads would be 
easier to travel on. 

“Though people say that things 
have been done in the city during the 
past few years - like allotting special 
lanes for public transportation - very 
little has been accomplished. Cer- 
tain sections in the centre of town 
should be closed entirely to private 
cars, as was done on Allenby Street. 
As long as nothing has been done 
concerning private cars, the streets 
are going to be congested.

IN THEIR fondest dreams, motor- 
ists just fill 'er up and drive off into 
the sunset, but experts say that fuel 
additives and oil changes axe neces- 
sary to keep the engine working at 
peak efficiency. 

The Israel Electric Corporation 
spokesman has recently praised to 
the skies a fuel additive called Paz 
plus. A fleet of heayy-duty pickup 
trucks that used this additive last 
year saved their company $11,000, 
he said. 

Ehud Astrachan. a mechanical en- 
gineer at Paz, explains that when 
fuel reaches the engine, it is often 
not 100 per cent pure. Sometimes 
the air which is mixed with the fuel is 
not clean land the air filter is not 
functioning properly). 

There is also the matter of gums 
(stickv deposits left after petrol 
evaporates) and other residues that 
develop in the fuel-burning process. 
All this increases the compression 
ratio of the engine which then re- 
quires petrol of much higher octane. 

A partial dogging of the car- 



burettor creates a too rich mixture 
which increases fuel consumption as 
well as gases emitted. The spark 
plugs also become less effective. 

Fuel additives, says Astrachan, 
were invented to solve most of these 
problems. They clean up some of the 
systems and also act as an upper 
cylinder lubricant. If you decide to 


try an additive , however, it would be 
wise to do a before- and- after com- 
parison, by keeping track of fuel 
consumption and how the car drives. 

Oil additives are another matter 
entirely, says Haim Kroll, deputy- 
director of the technological depart- 
ment at Paz. “We’re all so strongly 
against them that we have issued an 


order not to sell any oil additives at 
our stations.” 

He explains that the oil additive 
has a very short-term effect, lasting 
for only a few hundred kilometres, 
after which the old problems of ex- 
cessive oil consumption return, 
sometimes even worse than before. 
Some people “soup up” the engine 


by adding the oil 'additives before 
they try to sell their car. 

Speaking about oil in general, he 
explains that new cars consume vir- 
tually none, but as the car gets older 
one needs to add oil from time to 
time. 

To keep oil consumption as low as 
possible, be suggests regular oil 
changes using high-quality oil even 
when the car is new. The multigrade- 
type oil, he claims, is best for the 
motor in the long run even in Israel's 
relatively temperate climate. 

When the car starts consuming oil . 
Kroll says not to worry as long as 
consumption remains within normal 
bounds: about one litre of oil every 
1,000 km. Nevertheless, it is a good 
idea to have the car inspected to 
make sure that there is no malfunc- 
tion of the engine. 

Adding oil regularly, adds Kroll, 
extends the period before one must 
change the oil from about 6,000 km. 
to over 10,000 or 15,000 km. 

Ail fuel companies receive the 
same oil from the refineries (as they 
receive the same petrol), but each 
company mixes about 15 per cent of 
the oil differently. Paz, for example, 
mixes GTX oil with local oil, but 
does this under licence to Castrol. 
the parent company abroad, with 
constant checks to ensure that they 
meet Castrol’s international stan- 
dards.

Seoul mates 


SOUTH KOREA'S fledgling car- 
makers are teaming up with the 
giants of Detroit ro help them fight 
for a significant share of the world 
export market. 

“In the face of tough competition 
from the Japanese is the industry, 
Korea has loomed for the Americans 
as a potential partner with a cheap 
but well-disciplined workforce, ’ 
said Yoon Pyong-Sok, planning divi- 
sion manager of the Korea Auto 
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Industries Cooperative Association. 

The South Koreans hope that 
partnerships with U.S. companies 
will give them access to advanced 
technology and put them in the ma- 
jor expon league with a foothold In 
the world's biggest market, the Un- 
ited States. 

South Korea already exports cars 
to Africa, Latin America, the Mid- 
dle East, Europe and Canada. In- 
dustry officials said Canada would 
serve as a test market for South 
Korea's compact cars in their drive 
into the U.S. market. 

General Motors recently signed 
an agreement with the South Korean 
Daewoo group last month to take 
equal shares in a $427 million project 
to build front-wheel-drive cars . 

The joint venture, Daewoo 
Motors Company, can turn our 
80,000 cars a year. A new plant to be 
built near Seoul is to produce up to 
167,000 cars beginning with the 1987 
model year. 

Industry sources said Ford had 
sounded out a joint venture with the 
Hyundai Motor Company which 
dominates the domestic marker, 
Chrysler has said it is considering 
making cars here with the Samsung 
Group, a Korean business giant 
which has yet to invest in car produc- 
tion. 

South Korea decided to expand the 
industry after realizing that small- 
scale production made it hard to beat 
larger manufacturers' prices over- 
seas and hindered the introduction 
of new technology. 


"The car population in the greater 
Tel Aviv area it growing at a fast 
rate, out of proportion to the con- 
struction of vehicle-related infras- 
tructures. which include road-, traf- 
fic lights and parking areas. " 

What can Dan do to make bus 
travelling more enjoyable?

"When* the centre of 
town is foil of vehicles, buses have 
been clocked to travel at about 9.4 
kilometres per hour. When the 
streets are not so crowded, they 
travel at about 15 to Id kilometres 
per hour.'' 

Out of the Dan fleet of 1.3(h) 
buses. l.MNJ of them arc four years 
old or younger. 

"We are now working on air- 
condilioning the fleet for the sum- 


mer and warming the buses in the 
winter. We have come out with maps 
of all our lines in I lebrew and we are- 
now printing such maps in English, 
too. 

"We have ‘-*0 line*, todav which 
cover most areas of greater Tel Aviv . 
and we are expanding all the time. 
We carry at least UKUMili passengers 
daily. I ask uni. have all the other 
bodies - like the municipality and 
the Ministry of Transport - done 
their part?" 

These bodk-s. Shemesh >avs. must 
take real action: they must increase 
traffic lights, and build huge parking 
areas ut the different entrances to 
the city, thus making it easier for 
buses to travel faster.

Exhibition to help exporters

HAIFA. - The board of directors of 
the government-owned Israel Ship- 
yards have derided to resign within 
IS days unless the government 
makes a firm decision on the yard's 
future. At an extraordinary meeting 
on Wednesday night the nine board 
members, all government appoint- 
ees. agreed that they could not 
function under the present uncertain 
conditions in the yard. 

They announced that even the 
government's decision last Wednes- 
day instructing the transport minis- 
ter to ask the Ports Authority to 
advance the yard S2.S million on 
account of future work, '‘Does not 
make it possible to continue operat- 
ing the yard properly." 

The shipyard, which at one time 


employed well over 1.000 men. has 
already reduced its labour force to 
670. Under the recovery plan 
approved by the government it will 
be reduced to only 475 workers. 
However, the government is not 
coming through with the working 
capital it has promised as part of the 
recovery plan, it was claimed. Its 
latest proposal that the yard should 
ask for an advance from the Ports 
Authority, for which it is building 
two tugboats, is considered too little 
by the directors. The move also 
constitutes a mongage on the yard's 
future, which the board members do 
not wish to be responsible for. 

Meanwhile, the yard workers, 
who have already held several de- 
monstrations in Haifa and Jeru- 
salem. are preparing to step up their 
actions.

Everyone talks about the im- 
portance of Israel's exports, but few 
people do anything besides talk, 
especially when small companies are 
involved. 

Adin Talbar is not one of these 
people. Talbar, who in the past 
served as economic adviser at the 
Israeli embassy in Washington and 
also as deputy-director general of 
the Ministry of Trade, is the driving 
force behind Export '85, an exhibi- 
tion that will open tomorrow ‘ for 
four days at the Tel Aviv Fairgrounds. 

Exporting is no easy proposition. 
According to Talbar, *‘An Israeli 


company cannot just come out of the 
blue and start selling in a foreign 
country. Small companies, in par- 
ticular. don't know just how compli- 
cated things can get. They may have 
a product that is a hit here, and may 
then decide to try to export. This is 
when the trouble begins." 

Talbar said that an’ Israeli, intent 
on exporting faces innumerable 
questions: Is the product right for 
the foreign market? For which coun- 
try is the product best suited? How 
do you market and advertise for that 
market? What is the fastest and 
cheapest way to ship the product? To 
answer these questions and many 


others, Talbar has arranged to bring 
companies and exporting experts to 
Export '85. 

Also attending the exhibition; in 
addition to firms that deal with the 
logistics of export such as shipping 
and documentation, will be several 
foreign companies, bi-national 
chambers of commerce, and repre- 
sentatives of foreign trade fairs. 

“The beauty of Export F 85," Tal- 
bar said, “is that the small exporter 
can save an expensive trip abroad 
and, for the price of a bus ticket to 
the fair, can walk around for three 
days and receive tips and answers to 
problems be will inevitably face." 


Smaller car rental firms 
fight for shrinking market 
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WHO official cites mistakes 
of helpers to Third World 


NAIROBI (Reuter). - International 
bodies trying to improve living con- 
ditions in the Third World have 
made grave errors in the past three 
decades, World Health Organiza- 
tion (WHO) director-general Half- 
dan Mahler said recently. 

Mahler told an international 
medical conference the most serious 
error was believing Third World 
countries could be made more 
prosperous mainly as a result of 
external aid rather than through self- 
reliance. 

“We naively believed, and many 
people still believe, that people's 
development can be brought about 
by proxy from the outside, by inter- 
national action... we have since 
learned the very hard way that it 


cannot." he said in a speech to the 
opening session. 

"Over the past three decades we 
have made mistake after mistake at 
the international level when it comes 
to social and economic development 
... at best international efforts for 
development can support national 
ones: at worst they suppress them." 
Mahler said. "So we must always 
keep in from of us the strengthening 
of national self-reliance." 

The conference is expected to 
focus on the Third World's phar- 
maceutical needs, including the huge 
cost of importing drugs and con- 
troversy over whether international 
drug companies are selling develop- 
ing nations products they do not 
need. 



Five-day week for part of Tnuva 


Shipyards board threatens to resign

TEL AVIV. - In the wake of the 
financial crisis in the farming sector, 
the Tnuva marketing cooperative 
owned by farm settlements has de- 
rided to take steps to cut down on 
expenses. 

The main financial saving will be 
based on a recent agreement be- 
tween the management of Tnuva 
and the national workers committee 
which provides that about 50% of 
the workers - about 2,500 in all - will 
switch to a five-day work week. This 
will go into effect next week. The 
workers have also agreed on a gross 
wage cut of about 1 1%.. . 

:^Pfae workers going over to a five- 
day week are those in administra- 


tion. fruit, vegetable and poultry 
warehouses. Those in the dairy sec- 
tion of Tnuva. including the delivery 
workers, will continue working as 
before. 

The secretary of Tnuva, Mor- 
dechai Hofcteter, told The Post that 
the salaries of those going over to a 
five-day week account “for about 
70% of the total expense in these 
sectors. 

The new agreement will be in 
force till the end of next April, after 
which it will be re-appraiscd. before 
the summer season. 

During the summer months larger 
quantities of perishable vegetables 
and fruits reach the markets and 
because of this the work is more 
extensive.

HAIFA. - The Shippers Council 
strongly opposes the Treasury plan 
of taking over the Port Authority’s 
development funds in order to fi- 
nance the government budget. 

The council, which represents the 
importers and exporters, said it will 
demand the cancellation of wharf 
fees, which go to make up these 
development funds, if the govern- 
ment goes through with its plan. 

The council also came cut against 
the Treasury's proposal to suspend 
the construction of a new coal port. 
Instead, the Treasury wants to take 
over the SI 00 million (and not 
S400m. as reported earlier) the Ports 
Authority has accumulated in its 


development fund. 

Council director Arye Mahoulal 
noted that the development fond is 
built up from the 2% ad valorem 
wharf fee the authority levies on all 
import cargoes. 

“Importers pay this fee, which has 
no parallel in ports abroad," he said, 
“for the sole purpose of providing 
funds for the development of the 
country's ports. We insist that the 
fee, which totalled IS3I billion last 
year and constitutes almost half the 
authority’s total incous 1 ? of IS^b 
be used for its stated purpose." .

WASHINGTON (AP). - The U.S. 
foreign trade deficit narrowed to 
$11.5 billion last month, down 
sharply from the record reached in 
September as imports of vehicles 
fell, the government reported 
last week. 

The Commerce Department said 
the October deficit, the gap between 
U.S. exports and imports, was 
26.3% lower than the all-time high 
of $15.5 billion in September.

WALL STREET WEEK 

Market pointing to upturn, 
but many analysis doubtful 


NEW YORK (AP). - While the 
stock market seems to be heralding a 
big improvement in the economy, 
many Wall Street analysts say any 
siemficant pickup in business activity 
may not come soon. 

A stimulative-federal -Reserve? 
credit policy and lower interest rates’ 
have provided SomC^of the classic' 
conditions fdf ^rowfhLBiil the 'eco- 
nomy has not been quick to respond. 

"By every historical standard, 
U.S. monetary policy has been sti- 
mulative these past 12 months," eco- 
nomists at New York’s Citibank 
observed. “But the economy seems 
almost oblivious to the direction in 
which economic policy, especially 
monetary policy, is pointing. ” 

The latest reading on the gross 
national product showed some signs 
of fife. Tbe Commerce Department 
revised its estimate of GNP growth 
for the third quarter upward to an 
inflation-adjusted annual rate of 4.3 
percent. 


But that news got a relatively cool 
reception, in part because it re- 
flected an increase in inventories 
rather than final sales. 

In the fourth quarter Merrill 
Lynch Economics projected rnat me 
■ growth rate will drop back to 2 per 
! ceiftlSr2.5 percent. 

- Such cautious appraisals do not 
' necessarily mean, however, that 
analysts regard the stock market’s 
recent rise to record highs as a false 
signal of future prosperity, or that 
the bull market is about to fade. 

In the stock market, traders still 
seem to be treating a stronger eco- 
nomy as a question not of whether, 
but merely of when. In the past 
week, the Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials rose 7.80 points to 
1,472.13, hitting a new dosing high 
of 1,475,69 on Wednesday. 

Big board volume averaged 
110.62 million shares a day, against 
124.73 million the week before.

McEnroe, 26, who was watched 
by girlfriend Tatum O'Neal, later 
said the court on the left side of the 
main arena was “without a doubt the 
worst grass court” he had ever play- 
ed on. 

Visser, a sturdy and determined 
left-hander, kept McEnroe at full 
stretch, and the American grew in- 
creasingly angry as he kept losing his 
footing. “The court is simply not 
good enough to play a Grand Slam 
tournament on,” McEnroe said. 

During the third set. he asked 
tournament referee Peter Belienger 
if the players could move to the court 
on the right side of the main arena, 
which had been used for the first four 
days, but the request was refused. 

McEnroe later slipped and told 
the balding Belienger. “If this court 
is OK., you've got hair on your head. 
It’s not really tennis anymore, it is 
fighting for survival.” he said after- 
wards. claiming the court was simply 
too hard and too slippery.

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To be, or not to be 


FOR SOME WEEKS now, the National Religious Party has 
been conducting an intensive public campaign, aimed at 
reviving what they term the National Religious Movement. 
Under the heading “unification or disintegration/' the NRP 
secretariat is calling all adherents to the religious Zionist 
movement to join its ranks in a large-scale membership drive. 

The census is being conducted in preparation of next March’s 
first democratically elected NRP convention in 13 years which 
is to open the ranks to scores of thousands of former supporters 
who have left the movement and voted for rival parties in the 
1981 and 1984 Knesset elections. Thus, the once powerful 
religious Zionist Mizrahi movement, turned later into the 
National Religions Party, which in the 1977 elections returned 
12 MKs, was halved in size in 1981 to six MKs and received a 
further beating in 1984, down to merely four MKs. 

The NRP’s membership drive rhetoric proudly refers to its 
achievements in education and settlements which were “in- 
spired by the Tora and Avoda movement/' a reference to its 
once sacred values which led to many years of traditional 
partnership with the Labour movement. But the day-to-day 
politics of the NRP hardly reflect these sanctimonious aspira- 
tions and instead of harking back to its erstwhile values, bitter 
infighting of its warring factions is still the order of the day. 

The latest showdown and subsequent stalemate last TTiurs- 
day between the NRP factions, headed respectively by Reli- 
gious Affairs Minister Yosef Burg and party secretary-general 
Zevulun Hammer, is a case in point, instead of focusing on a 
real soul-searching process which should deal with the under- 
lying reasons that have turned the NRP into a major rallying 
base for Israel's nationalist camp. Mr. Hammer and his 
colleagues pin the entire fate of the NRP's rehabilitation on the 
date on which Or. Burg will finally vacate his cabinet post. 

As Israel's longest office-holding cabinet minister and most 
experienced survivor of the political scene. Dr. Burg certainly 
has a great deal to account for the NRP's present sad state of 
affairs. But he is a political moderate by tradition, and the 
NRP's joining forces with the Likud in 1977. losing two thirds of 
its electoral support in the process, was determined in no small 
measure by Mr. Hammer, Dr. Yehuda Ben-Meir and their 
other colleagues of the Gush Emunim camp. 

Being the sole active doyen of Israel's body politic. Dr. Burg 
deserves better than being “bulldozed out” of office, as he puts 
it. proposing instead to step down finally at the party conven- 
tion next March. Demanding that he deposit a letter of 
resignation to the prime minister now is a demeaning move, 
even if Dr. Burg has more than once reneged on his promises to 
step down in the past. 

The NRP states in its membership drive that this is “the 
moment of truth/' and that the issue is “stark and simple: To 
be, or not to be/' That is indeed the case, but it will not depend 
on whether Dr. Burg remains in the cabinet for another four 
months or not. 

At issue is the question whether Mr. Hammer and the rest of 
the NRP's eternal young guard will realize that in competing 
with Israel’s other nationalist parties they are, in fact, writing 
their own demise as an independent political party. The NRP’s 
real chance for survival and rehabilitation lies in its return to the 


political camp of reason and moderation which inspired the 
finest years of the religious Zionist movement. 


Unwise signal 


THE BANK OF ISRAEL has become inordinately active and 
independent ever since the Bejski commission was appointed. 
Its latest exploit is its approval, last week, for the banks to 
charge a commission of 0. 1 percent, and a minimum of IS3.000, 
on the balances of current account Patam deposits. 

The new commission will give the banks an additional profit 
of at least S 1.4 million for the mere holding of inoperative 
accounts that cannot possibly involve the banks in any signifi- 
cant costs, since current account Patam deposits are a one-way 
street from which it is only possible to get out, but not to get 
into. They can be converted in fixed term deposits of a least one 
year, or converted into shekel deposits. 

If the purpose of the central bank has simply been to make a 
gift to the commercial banks, it is difficult to understand why 
the Patam accounts have been singled out for the purpose. The 
financial ingenuity of the banks, and of the Bank of Israel 
officials, could certainly find many more ways to increase the 
profits of the banks. 

If. however, the purpose has been to induce the holders of 
these accounts to shift out of them into shekel deposits, the 
question arises what on earth would be achieved thereby. The 
shekel deposits would certainly not be less liquid and, moreov- 
er, would bear interest, which the Patam accounts do not. 

Many people have held on to current account Patam deposits 
- estimated at a total of $1.4 billion - despite the attractive 
alternative of converting them into short-term shekel deposits 
that so far yield a real return higher than any other financial 
investment, because they have been hedging against a future 
devaluation. They are unlikely to be persuaded to change their 
expectations by having to pay a commission of 0. 1 per cent. 

On the contrary, they are likely to interpret the Bank of 
Israel’s decision as an attempt to push them out of deposits 
linked to the exchange rate into shekel-denominated holdings, 
which will be unprotected against a future devaluation. In other 
words, their anti-shekel expectations will be vindicated. 

The wisdom of signalling, however faintly that the financially 
prudent may be right to hedge against a devaluation, is highly 
questionable. Even the further padding of the commercial 
banks' profits cannot possibly be worth its unsettling effect.

In the confrontation between such 
opposing considerations, the role of 
the country's supreme political lead- 
ership must assume unquestioned 
dominance. Only that level of 163(1“ 
ership can be expected to do justice 
to the need for a wise weighing Of the 
short-tenn pros and the long-term 
cons in such situations. 

Parenthetically one should note 
that exactly that critical need for 
wisdom and judgment at the highest 
levels makes the very idea of Arik 
Sharon and others of bis stature 
striving for the prime ministership a 
cause for consternation. 

As far-fetched as it may seem gt 
first glance, a similar failure seems to 
be developing in the case of the 
growing Orthodox opposition to the 
building of the annex of the Mormon 
Brigham Young University on the 
slopes of Mt. Scopus in Jerusalem. 

The BYU representatives spent 
several years touching all the bases 
and obtaining all the necessary 
approvals and permits. Minister of 
Interior Rabbi Yitzbak Peretz was 
quoted by a Hebrew daily earlier this 
week as admitting that he had tried 
to find some legal pretext to invali- 
date those permits, but could not dig 
up a thing. 


The long-range

‘The Orthodox opponents have 
stopped at nothing: broad bints that 
Mayor Teddy Kollek had been 
bribed and insinuations of evidence 
of conversions by missionaries 
among the BYU people, who have 
been in Jerusalem for the past 17 
years. 

When these allegations proved 
untenable and unpersuasive, the 
heavy guns were pulled out this 
week. Religious party politicians 
(with the National Religious Party 
dra gg in g its heels but nonetheless 
participating) met with Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres and informed him 
in no uncertain terms that if he does 
not find a way to order a halt to the 
building of the BYU campus, they 
will leave his coalition government 

That in itself would not automati- 
cally bring down the broad govern- 
ment in which Labour and its close 
allies and the Likud have a wide 
majority. The threat, however, is 
based on the not totally unreason- 
able assumption that Peres would be 
prepared to pay any price to obtain 
religious party support, either for a 
narrow coalition under his lead- 
ership, or for early elections at a time 
convenient to him and the Labour 
Party. 

Mr. Peres may well be tempted to 
succumb to the threats of the Ortho- 
dox opponents of the BYU campus 
in Jerusalem. Given the long and 
often sorry history of Jewish- 
Ghristian relations, it is doubtful if 
more than a handful of secular 
Israeli Knesset members would take 
up the cudgels against tbeir own 
party leader in support of Christian 


interests in general or of Mormon 
interests in particular in the Holy 
Land. 

And yet, this is exactly the sort of 
situation in which the top leadership 
of the country must factor in the 
long-term implications of such a sur- 
render to immediate considerations 
of parochial coalition politics^. * 


IF THERE were persuasive proof 
that the Mormons of BYU intend to 
proselytize Jews in Israel despite 
their promises to the contrary.- or 
that they have failed to honour simi- 
lar commitments in other countries 
where .proselytizafion is forbidden, 
secular Israelis should join the 
Orthodox in opposition. Bat there is 
no such proof. 

In the absence of proof to back up 
rational reasons for opposition, 
other long-term Israeli considera- 
tions must be brought to tbe fore in 
support of Israel honouring its com- 
mitment to the building of BYU in 
Jerusalem. Besides the rather mun- 
dane argument of the desirability in 
human affairs of honouring commit- 
ments in general, the re -are two such 


aspects: . 

Israel has been in physical posses- 
sion of aO of Jerusalem for the past 
18 years and more. In the eyes of the 
world at large, however, that posses- 
sion is far from established as an 
incontrovertible, permanent politic- 
al fact. We often tend to forget that 
nearly the entire world refoses to 
recognize Israel’s possession of the 
eastern parts of Jerusalem or of the 
location of its capital in any part of 
the city, east or west: 


Even our close American friends 
and allies still play the game of 
maintaining a Palestinian-oriented 
consulate-general in the eastern part 
. of Jerusalem - treating it .as the 
potential .capital of some future 
Arab Palestine. TJ.S. diplomats, 
congressmen .and .administration 
leaders still take pains sever to be 
caugh t officially m that part of the 
city., or even m the new government . 
offices at the foot of Ml Scopus, an 
area never populated by Arabs. 

In our 37-year-old Struggle to im- 
press the fact of Israel's presence in 
Jerusalem, one of the most effective 
arguments, has been Israel's proven., 
record of respecting the rights, in- 
terests and sensibilities of other reli- : 
gj ods who also regard Jerusalem as 
their Holy City. Succumbing so un- 
ashamedly to the clearly a nti-goyish 
prejudices, of a newly aggressive, 
militant Jewish fundamentalism is 
gua rantee d to undo many of .the 
gaips made in that stiuggle over the 
years. 

The issue of Jerusalem is for from 
being a dead issue in world politics. 
There w31 come a time, possibly not 
in the too distant future, when we 
will need every friend we can muster 
to support om* claims. .

DUTCH HELP FOR REFUGEES AFTER WWH 


SECRET UNIT RECEIVED DATA 


To the Editor iff The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, - As a former member of the 
Dutch Government Committee for 
Displaced Persons. 1 read with spe- 
cial interest Ernie Meyer's report of 
Prof. Leonard Dinnerstein's lecture 
about the DP problem following 
World War II (November 19). 

Professor Leonard Dinnerstein 
correctly stated that most countries 
were trying to solve their domestic 
economic problems. Despite lip- 
service, not much was done to allevi- 
ate the plight of the refugees. Most 
countries wanted to admit only li- 
mited numbers of young, strong gen- 
tiles. However, it is not true, as 
Professor Dinnerstein said, that 
none expressed a preference for 
Jews. 

In Holland, at the request of the 
United Nations, a high-level govern- 
ment committee was set up to study 
the matter. Before it had issued its 
recommendations, the Dutch Jewish 
community, realizing that the atmos- 
phere in Holland was sympathetic 
especially towards children living in 
these dismal D.P. camps, applied for 
and, in January 1947. obtained an 
entry permit for 500 Jewish children 
of youth aiiya age. The only condi- 
tion was that their stay should not 
exceed three years. Within that 
period. Youth Aliya authorities 
assured us, their immigration to 
Palestine could be arranged. 

A question that comes to our 
organizations went to Germany and 
tried to find 500 candidates. This 
proved to be impossible, since very 
few Jewish children, even orphans, 
were willing to go for a temporary 
period to Holland. Only about 40 
children agreed to come. The Jewish 


committee obtained permission 
from the Dutch government to bring 
in another 400 Rumanian Jewish 
children, wards of Youth Aliya, as 
Rumania was then on the verge of a 
frill communist takeover and it was 
feared that, as a result, Jewish 
emigration would be impossible or at 
(east very difficult. The Rumanian 
children arrived in Holland in Octo- 
ber 1947. With the establishment of 
the State of Israel in May 1948, there 
was no longer any Deed to educate 
this group in Holland, and they were 
sent to Israel in September 1948. 

Before deciding to admit adult 
refugees to Holland, the Dutch gov- 
ernment sent the members of its 
committee to Germany to assess con- 
ditions on the spot. We stayed there 
about 10 days in May 1947 and 
visited several camps. At the time, 
nearly one third of the refugees in 
the Americdti iohe were Jews. Ttie 
committee recommended that tbe 
government accept a limited number 
of able-bodied refugees as perma- 
nent Dutch residents, preferably, 
but not exclusively. Jews, as they 
had no home-country to go to. A few 
months later, the Dutch government 
agreed. Maybe the promise of the 
Jewish organizations in Holland to 
assist the new arrivals influenced the 
decision. 


In November 1947, 1 accompanied 
a team of Dutch experts to the camps 
to help them issue entry permits to 
Jews who, in their opinion, would 
have no difficulty in finding work in 
Holland. As a result, several hun- 
dred Jewish refugees arrived in Hol- 
land straight from the DP camps.

(Coetinaed from Page One) 
intelligence operation serving foe 
Defence Ministry” was “behind foe 
(Pollaid) affair.” 

“The operation is outside foe tra- 
ditional Israeli intelligence commun- 
ity and functions particularly to 
gather scientific and technical in- 
formation,” foe paper said. 

According to The Times, tbe 
Israeli examination, conducted by 
Prime Minister Peres, Foreign 
Minister Shamir and Defence Minis- 
ter -Rabin, came to four key conclu- 
sions: 

“First, it found that Pollard 
approached Israel in foe spring of 
1984 and volunteered to get classi- 
fied information that might be useful 
to foe Israeli government; that he 
appeared to have been primarily 
motivated by zealous pro-Israeli 
sentiments; that be later asked for 
money for some services. 

“Second, it fbund that foe Israeli 
who-xiversaw his activities was i 
senior counterterrorism official 
apparently associated with foeoffice 
of foe prime minister’s adviser on 
terrorism. That office is a highly 
secretive, independent body that 
looks into all forms of terrorism 
against Israel.” 

According to tbe report, the 
Israeli official “funnelled some in- 
formation he got from Pollard to foe 
general Israeli intelligence commun- 
ity without identifying the source or 
telling his political superiors what he 
was doing. 

“Third, foe Israeli examination 
reported that Pollard initially 
offered to- obtain American intelli- 
gence information about Arab 
armies and Soviet military hardware 
in use in the Arab world, and was 
encouraged to do so by his Israeli 
contact. Eventually, Pollard also 
sent his contact top secret American 
intelligence reports about highly 
sensitive Israeli defence matters.” 

The Times report, which came in a 
Jerusalem -date lined dispatch, said 
that because of the deep knowledge 
of Israeli activities indicated by foe 
American intelligence assessments 
said to have been passed along by 
Pollard, “his contact became con- . 
vinced that the U.S. had managed to 
“penetrate - ” the .Israeli military 
establishment.” 

The State Department on Friday 
denied this, saying any U.S: in- 
formation was obtained daring nor- 
mal liaison operations with Israeli 
officials (see separate story): 

Bat because of suspicion of 
penetration by foe U-S.,~the Israeli 
official began asking Pollard to pro- 
vide as many American intelligence 
reports about Israeli military activi- .. 


ties as possible, “hoping that thus 
foe leak in foe Israeli system could 
be tracked down.” At no time, the 
inquiry-found, was Pollard asked to 
get any information directly related 
to American national security or 
- weapons systems. 

The fourth conclusion of foe in- 
quiry, according to The Times, was 
that, die information Pollard had 
obtained had been relayed to two 
Israeli diplomats in foe U.S.- and 
“from them directly to foe senior 
counterterrorism official in Israel." 
The Mossad was “deliberately 
frozen out of the operation 

The Times said that at this stage it 
did not appear likely that any Israeli 
official would be punished. 

It said that Pollard had initially 
told Israeli officials that be had been 
instructed by his superiors to coor- 
dinate activities with Israel but to 
keep this “liaison” secret from other 
U.S: agendas. But it quickly became 
apparent that Pollard was actingon 
his own. • • 

“Let’s just say that matters very 
quickly developed from foe counter- 
terrorism phase to issues related to 
American intelligence on the milit- 
ary capabilities of tbe Arab coun- 
tries,” foe high Israeli official said. 

The Israeli counterterrorism offi- 
cial. apparently acting on his own 
initiative, began to encourage Pol- 
lard to obtaiin American intelligence 
m ate ri al related to Arab military 
capabilities and codes, the software 
used in foe Computer systems of 
Soviet tanks, missiles, artillery, 
fighter jet avionics and other Soviet 
electronic warfare data that foe 
Americans had discovered and that 
could enable Israel to develop coun- 
termeasures. 

The, senior Israeli official, “who 
had a background in the intelligence 
community, apparently thought he 
could score a triumph by obtaining 
this information through his own 
sources.” 

The high Israeli source told The 
Times that the information Pollard 
provided “was vital to us.... It was 
the kind of information we expected 
to be given by the U.S. as part of.our 
general exchange of intelligence - 
but foe Americans weren't giving it 
toils.” • •
